Keeneland Sales Notes 


Six yearlings offered at the final night 
of the yearling auctions represented the 
first consignment from Woodvale Farm 
as property of W. Alton Jones. president 
of Cities Service oil company. The pres- 
ent Woodvale Farm. in Bourbon County. 
Ky.. is the place given that name by the 
late Royce G. Martin before he obtained 
a part of Dixiana and called it Woodvale. 
Forrest Mynear,. who managed the farm 
for Martin. is still in charge of the 150- 
acre place its half-dozen mares. 
Woodvale took down the highest price 
for a yearling at the fall sales when 
Tommy Gentry, as agent for William Helis 
Jr. paid $25,000 for a strong colt by 
Helioscope. out of Spindrift. of 
Tonsina and other winners. The *Royal 
Charger—Marta filly which sold for 
$18.000 probably would have topped the 
entire sale but for the pronounced “hog 


back” inherited. presumably, her 
dam. 
Mr. and Mrs. Howard Reineman dis- 


persed all their Crown Crest Farm brood- 
mares on the first night of the mixed 
sales. October 27. The Crown Crest ven- 
ture. though it lasted only a few years. 
had been marked by bold investment. high 
standards of management and equipment. 
and a strong concern for the welfare of 


the breeding industry. Mrs. Reineman 
stayed home because she didn’t want the 
misery of seeing the mares sold. Her hus- 
band gave his reasons for the dispersal: 
“Some people seem to think this is a very 
good business. selling yearlings for an 
average of $2.800 when it has cost $10,000 
to produce them. That’s not for me any 
longer. As a breeder. I'm out, period.” 
The Reinemans will keep their residence 
at Crown Crest (formerly Woodvale, and 
before that part of Dixiana) and will con- 
tinue to manage the syndicated stallions 
there, but they are not interested in board- 
ers. Howard Reineman will be away much 
of the time in connection with his various 
interests in the steel business. 


The Never Say Die—*Aruba _ filly 
which brought $6,000. one of the highest 
prices among the weanlings, had only one 
eye. on the near side. She was consigned 
by Patrick Calhoun Jr. 


John Chalik. who bought the stallions 
“Priam II and Buy and Sell, the brood- 
mares Solola and Lovely Dee, and a 
weanling, has moved from show horses to 
Standardbreds to Thoroughbreds. Last 
year he dispersed all his Standardbred 
stock by auction at Tattersalls, Lexing- 
ton: last week he bought his first Thor- 
oughbreds. The 65-year-old retired busi- 
nessman will stand the 2 stallions at his 
Chalidale Farm. La Porte, Indiana.

CaMpEN. “They don’t believe “em here 
until they see “em here.” W. Graves Sparks 
was saying. “Walter Donovan says you 
can see the race from here. and puts me 
in a box with these other fellows. [I don’t 
know them and they don’t know me. and 
they are picking their horses and one 
says. ‘Not Bornastar. Who did she beat 
in all them races out West?’ ” 

Sparks. erect as a West Point shavetail. 
bright-eyed and candid at 68. did not 
have time to argue the matter. The race 
—17th running of the $50.000 Vineland 
Handicap at 11, miles for fillies and 
mares at Garden’ State Park — was 
quickly over. and he had to be in the 
winner’s circle ceremonies as the trainer 
of Bornastar. 

Back at the barn 45 minutes _ later. 
Sparks only nodded in pleased agreement 
when it was suggested that the victory 
made the 5-year-old daughter of *Alibhai 
and Farmerette the year’s outstanding 
older female performer. It was her fourth

stakes and eighth victory in 11 races 
over 5 courses this year. 

“The only time she ran poorly this year 
was in 2 races at Delaware Park. and 
ve got to say she either didn’t like 
the track or maybe we were putting them 
too close together for her.” Sparks  ela- 
borated. 

“After she won the Spinster a week 
ago Thursday I put her on the train for 
Pimlico. and then we shipped here 2 days 
before the Vineland. I galloped her a 
couple miles and blew her out three- 
eighths in 36 and change. and that’s all 
she needed. 

“She’s sensible as they come. Nothing 
bothers her. And in a race she’s toughest 
when you get after her. She likes to 
come from behind.” 

The Vineland. as it was run, was made 
to order for Bornastar. A moderate 
favorite at 21 to 10 over King Ranch’s 
Di tied Line. Bornastar bobbled slightly 
with jockey Ken Church at the start. 
and. running from the next-to-the-outside 
post position, this put her at a disad- 
vantage in the scramble to the first turn. 
where Hoosier Honey. A Glitter. Annie- 


Lu-San and Alanesian were best placed. 
Church swung wide in fifth place. 

Calumet’s A Glitter, only 3-year-old in 
the field. hooked Hoosier Honey in a duel 
down the backstretch. W. Haggin Perry’s 
Alanesian got to third place. then stopped 
abruptly and finished last. Bornastar was 
still fifth on the outside when Church 
put the issue to her. Roeglio Trejos, 
on George D. Widener’s Rare Treat, was 
sixth and not yet ready to move. though 
he had saved ground on the rail. The 
others — Dotted Line. Pardala, Gay Life, 
and Endine — were never really factors. 

When Hoosier Honey gave way, Ismael 
Valenzuela moved off on A Glitter as if 
to steal the day, but Bornastar quickly 
passed Annie-Lu-San, Alanesian, and 
Hoosier Honey. She got to the leader’s 
outside flank on the turn, but again she 
got the worst of it as A Glitter went ex- 
tremely wide, carrying her foe to the cen- 
ter of the track. Trejos seized the advan- 
tage and drove Rare Treat through on the 
rail into contention for the lead. 

Rare Treat looked like a winner at the 
eighth-pole, but when A Glitter gave way, 
Bornastar, sensing Rare Treat’s threat, 
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dug in with renewed ardor. With good 
courage. she held the Widener mare safe 
by 3 parts of a length as they went under 
the wire. 

Valenzuela claimed foul against Church. 
alleging interference at the sixteenth-pole. 
but any damage A Glitter might have 
suffered as they brushed through the 
stretch was more than offset by the in- 
convenience she had caused the winner 
on the final turn. 

“I wish every colt I have ever ridden 
had the grit this mare does.” said Church. 
who has been astride Bornastar in all of 
her races this season. “This was the first 
time I really put it to her. and she gave it 
everything.” 

Bornastar shipped back Monday night 
to Pimlico. where she will make her final 
hid for the championship of her division 
in the Gallorette Stakes on Thanksgiving 
Day.

“Down in Havana about 1937 I claimed 
17 horses from Mr. Denemark — all he 
had. He told me. ‘You're the only one 
who ever put me out of business.’ 

“Never had a real good horse. Mucho 
Gusto and Side Boy were about the best 
| had. I had a gelding called Care Free 

~he was by Colin — that won 61 races 
for me around 1925. Claimed Mucho 
Gusto for $1.500 and lost him to Kirby 
Ramsey for $4,500.” 

A native of Toronto. Alexandra has 
heen in racing all his life. His grand- 
father, too. was a horseman. “Rode 6 or 7 
years. starting about 1912. Any good? 
| was a good rider. 

“You got 4 or 5 real good riders today. 
but I'd say the old-time riders were best. 
Now if you cross a boy you get 10 days. 
In the old days you'd get life if you 
didn’t. When you go by a horse nowadays. 
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you're supposed to tip your cap and say. 
“Excuse me. can I go by?’ 

“Of course. it was different then. No 
starting gate. no saliva test, and no holds 
barred. Still. training a horse is the 
same; that’s if you know how to train a 
horse. No 2 horses are trained alike. [ 
raced for $600 at Hialeah and $1.000 at 
Havana in the early 20's.” 

In 1932 Alexandra led all trainers with 
76 winners. 

“You have to have a big public stable 
to win nowadays.” he said. “But I’ve 
done all right this year. win 60 or 70 
races. always followed simple 
rules. Here. I’ve got them. printed in a 
magazine once.” 

The clipping said: “(1) Always ride 
the best jockey; it costs you the same 
te get the best. (2) If you run a horse 
over his head. you make a fool of your- 
self and everybody who trusts you.” 

This particular morning the fast-talking 
Alexandra was nettled. He had wanted to 
school a horse, but one of his boys. re- 
ported no one was at the gate. 
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“Only 8:30,” said Alexandra, “that 
doesn’t make sense. Can’t complain to 
anybody. though. You’re in the hands of 
the Philistines.”

Beginning in 1887, at the age of 70, August 
Belmont entered upon his greatest success in 
Thoroughbred racing. He had re-entered the 
sport 2 years previously after a temporary re- 
tirement. but it was not until 1887, a scant 3 
years before his death, that top-class horses 
again appeared under Belmont silks. 


The stable had no champions in 1887. but 
it did include 2 good 2-year-old colts and a 
fine 3-year-old filly. This was a notable im- 
provement; it had been 10 years since Belmont 
had bred or owned a division contender. 


Best of the colts was Magnetizer. a son of 
*The and Magnetism. He won the 
Surf and Independence Stakes finished 
third in the Hopeful at Monmouth Park. Prince 
Royal. by Kingfisher out of *Princess. dam of 
Royal Hampton in England, was not quite a 
match for Magnetizer at 2. when he won the 
Atlantic Stakes and finished second the 
Bouquet Stakes and third in the Juvenile and 
Seabright Stakes, but in later campaigns he 
proved to be one of the best of his generation. 


Lady Primrose, by *The I]l-Used. like Magne- 
tizer and Prince Royal. was a home-bred, and 
it was her burden that she was in the same crop 
with the great race mare Firenzi. Lady Prim- 
rose won the Clifton Stakes, beat older horses 
in the Manhattan Handicap, and placed in 4 
other stakes. Probably her best effort was in 
the 11¢-mile Mermaid Stakes, in which she was

nearly left at the post but caught all except 
Firenzi before losing by 2 lengths. 

In the fall of 1887 Belmont tried to strengthen 
his hand with the purchase of Raceland, a 2- 
year-old gelding by *Billet—Calomel, bred by 
Catesby Woodford. Raceland that year had won 
8 of 12 starts, including the Great Eastern 
Handicap by 10 lengths, and Belmont had to pay 
$17.500. then a tremendous price for a gelding. 
About the same time he also bought George 
Oyster, a 2-year-old colt by Voltigeur—Amanda 
Warren. which had placed in several stakes. 

In 1888 Belmont had 3 top-flight 3-year-olds 
in Prince Royal. Raceland and George Oyster. 
Prince Royal, the best of the lot, won 11 of 16 
starts, including the Coney Island Derby, in 
which he beat Sir Dixon, and the Arrow, Stock- 
ton, Stevens. and Jerome Stakes. He was second 
to Sir Dixon in the Withers and the Belmont. 
third to Sir Dixon in the Lorillard and third 
to Emperor of Norfolk in the Brooklyn Derby. 

Raceland probably was only the fourth-best 
3-year-old of the year, but he earned handsome- 
ly for the stable by avoiding Sir Dixon, Emperor 
of Norfolk, and Prince Royal. He won the 
Emporium, Spindrift, Barnegat, and Raritan 
Stakes and the Melrose and Grand National 
Handicaps. His best effort was in the Grand 
National, when he defeated a good field of 
older horses, including Firenzi. 

George Oyster’s only stakes victory was in 
the Choice at Monmouth Park, but he placed 
in 6 other added-money races, finishing second 
in the Spindrift and Ocean Stakes and_ third

THIRD BROTHER‘S RACING STORY 


THIRD BROTHER earned a reputation of being one 
of the best horses of his generation especially at a 
distance, as his pedigree would presuppose. When 
necessary he showed early foot, too. He won at 2 but 
it was not until Belmont’s fall season that he began 
looming large on the racing horizon. In the 1°%-mile 
Lawrence Realization he came from 10 lengths off the 
pace, closed with the leader and then drifted wide in 
the stretch to finish second to Riley. In the 2-mile 
Jockey Club Gold Cup he closed on the leader, Nashua, 
but then dropped back in the final furlong to finish 
third. 


In the 1%-mile Long Island Handicap, he forced the 
early pace, pulled ahead after a mile and won by five 
lengths from Thinking Cap. He tackled Reneged in 
the 1°%46-mile Roamer Handicap and with a furlong 
to go caught Reneged to win by nearly two lengths. 
At the end of the year he was rated at 122 lbs. on 
The Blood-Horse 38-year-old handicap. 


Third Brother’s finest year was as a 4-year-old. He 
was out of the money in only four races during his 
19-race campaign; a particularly fine record because 
Third Brother competed in 17 major stakes races, 
frequently at top weight. At the end of the year he 
was assigned 124 lbs. on The Blood-Horse Handicap— 
the fourth high weight. 


He started the year with two brilliant races with 
Dedicate. In the first he got up in the final strides 
to win by a nose in 1:44%5 for the 1%6-mile Bowie 
Handicap. 


In the John B. Campbell Memorial Handicap he picked 
up two pounds and lost by a nose to Dedicate in 1:44%5. 
In June he took on Bardstown and defeated him — 
Summer Tan was the only other horse to defeat Bards- 
town in 1957. In the 14%4-mile Camden Handicap Third 
Brother (118 lbs.) won by four lengths in the excellent 
time of 1:481%5, with Bardstown (130) second. 


After his first start at Belmont in the fall, Third 
Brother placed in five of six stakes, won an overnight 
handicap from Riley. In each of his placings he carried 
highweight or shared it, and all but one race was at 
1%46 miles or longer. 


He was third to Reneged in the 1%-mile Manhattan 
Handicap; a length behind *Gallant Man in the 2-mile 
Jockey Club Gold Cup; gave Eddie Schmidt 13 lbs. 
and lost by 1% lengths in 15%-mile Gallant Fox 
Handicap; second to *Mahan in the 1%-mile Washing- 
ton, D. C. International; third by a neck to Promised 
Land, receiving two pounds, in 1%-mile Idlewild Hand- 
icap; and third in the Pimlico Special. 


He lost his fine edge this year but nevertheless was 
third to Iron Liege in the McLennan, with one pound 
separating them; lost to Kingmaker, giving a pound, 
in the Excelsior Handicap; gave Oligarchy four pounds 
in the Camden and lost by a half a length; was third 
in the Suburban to Bold Ruler and Clem; and then 
was second in the Brooklyn to Cohoes with Sharpsburg, 
Bold Ruler, Inside Tract, trailing. Third Brother is 
retired to the stud sound, without being fired.

First Special, and Shrewsbury Handicap. 
He met the great mare Firenzi 4 times, 
and lost to her only in the Monmouth 
Cup. 

Three home-bred runners were promi- 
nent the same year. The 2-year-old St. 
Carlo, from the first crop by the Epsom 
Derby winner *St. Blaise. was the stable’s 
biggest earner, picking up $28,408 with 
victories in the Great American and Foam 
Stakes and a second in the Futurity. He 
would have earned a great deal more 
had not Chaos beat him a neck in the 
Futurity: the difference between first and 
second money was about $49,000. 


Another 2-year-old of note was Magnate, 
a brother to Magnetizer. He won the 
Sapphire. Autumn, and Algeria Stakes, 
placed in 4 other added-money races, and 
earned $12.165. 

Fides. by *The I[ll-Used, had shown 
promise at 2, and at 3 she won 4 of her 5 
starts. including the Ladies and Time Test 
Stakes and the Croton Handicap. Her 
only defeat was in the Monmouth Oaks, 
in which she dropped a close decision 
to Senorita. which she had beaten easily in 
the Ladies. 

In 1890, August Belmont climaxed a 
quarter-century of activity in American 


racing. His stable earned $171,350, a new 
record for a single season, and all but 


$6.040 (won by Raceland) was earned by 
horses bred at the Nursery Stud in Ken- 
tucky. 

In the 19th century the leading owner 
each season almost invariably was the 
man who owned the country’s best 2- 
year-old. About 75 per cent of the richest 
races were early-closing 2-year-old stakes; 
an older horse had to have a powerfully 
good year to earn as much as $15,000. 
It was not surprising, therefore, that a 
2-year-old colt named Potomac supplied 
more than 40 per cent of the Belmont 
stable earnings. 

From the second crop of the immensely 
successful *St. Blaise, Potomac was out 
of Susquehanna, best 3-year-old filly of 
1877. He lived up to his pedigree, win- 
ning the Red Bank, Flatbush, and Fu- 
turity Stakes in 4 starts. The Futurity 
was worth $67.675 to the winner, richest 
prize until 1927, and the colt ended the 
year with $76.285 to his credit. 

Although no other runner approached 
Potomac’s earnings, several approached 
his class. The over-all strength of the 
Belmont stable in 1890 seldom has been 
matched on the American Turf. 

In addition to the best 2-year-old colt, 
Belmont had the best 2-year-old filly in

won the June, Select, Belles’. and Fashion 
Stakes and finished second in the Debu- 
tante and Casanova Stakes and the White 
Plains Handicap.

Shrewsbury, Midsummer. and 
Harvest Handicaps and the Coney Island 
Stakes (on the disqualification of Firen- 
zi): Raceland took the Manhattan and 
Woodlawn Handicaps. 

Fides. which had led her division at 2 
and 3. was just as good as 4, although 
she started only 3 times. She won the 
Toboggan Slide Handicap and a sweep- 
stakes at Coney Island. and finished sec- 
ond in her other try. 

Although he was 74 years old in 1890. 
August Belmont still led an active life. 
Early in November he presided over a 
horse show in Madison Square Garden, 
and after an evening in the drafty hall he 
came down with a cold. He told his 
family and friends that he felt reasonably 
well, and on Friday night. November 21. 
he dropped in at the Union Club to join 
a group of old friends in a game of 
euchre. He soon began to complain of 
drafts which the other men did not notice. 
He changed his seat several times. finally 


decided he would have to leave. Anyone 
who knew Belmont knew that he must 
have been quite ill; he was an enthusiastic 
card player, and as an older man, fre- 
quently with insomnia, he often played 
until 2 or 3 a.m. 

On Saturday, November 22. Belmont’s 
illness was diagnosed as pneumonia, and 
less than 48 hours later he died. Funeral 
services were held in New York. and a 
spcial train then took the body to the Bel- 
mont summer home at Newport. where a 
family mausoleum had been built.

“Had he been as bold in business as 
he was outside it, said one of the best 
judges in the street. he might have been 
the richest banker in America. His mas- 
tery of finance was perfect. But he chose 
the safer course—the course Which had 
been steered for years by the houses of 
foreign birth and parentage—and_ was 
content with a fortune estimated anywhere 
from five to ten million dollars. Up to 
within a couple of years ago the house 
dealt. almost exclusively in foreign ex- 
change. which is by no means the most 
profitaable known to bankers. On March 
15. 1888, the house was reorganized and 
new blood was infused into it. and since 
then. it is said, it has made much greater 
profits than ever.

Although Perry Belmont owned Thor- 
oughbreds for much of his life. it was his 
younger brother. August Belmont Jr.. who 
would keep the family name in the fore- 
ground of American racing for another 
35 years. 

Born in New York City on February 
18. 1853. the second August Belmont was 
educated at Harvard. receiving his bache- 
lor’s 1874. He immediately 
joined his father’s banking house. and 
11 years later was made a full partner. 
Like his older brother, he was an excel- 
lent rider. and he was one of the founders 
of the Meadow Brook Club. 

During his father’s lifetime August 
Belmont Jr. had a spectator’s interest: in 
the racing stable, but he took little part 
in the management of the stud and stable. 
Since the executors of the estate decided 
to offer all the Thoroughbreds for sale. 
it would not have been surprising had Au- 
gust Jr. aside from racing. But 
before his father’s breeding stock was 
auctioned in 1891. he had determined to 
build a second Nursery Stud.

Svlvester Labrot Jr. 


Sylvester W. Labrot Jr... 56. former 
Thoroughbred breeder and owner and for- 
mer chairman of the board of New Or- 
leans’ Fair Grounds. died October 21 at 
Grace-New Haven Hospital. New Haven. 
Conn. Mr. Labrot. who made his home 
in Hobe Sound, Fla.. was in New Haven 
to visit one of his sons when he became 
ill. An operation was performed on 
October 21, and he died later the same 
day. 

Son of capitalist S. W. Labrot. who 
bred and raced the great mare Tred 
Avon. Mr. Labrot’s first connection with 
racing was in 1941, when he joined with 
the late William G. Helis and the late 
Anthony Pelleteri to form a corporation 
to buy the Fair Grounds. He served as 
chairman of the board of the New Orleans 
track for about 2 years before he resigned.

the early 1940’s. boarding his mares at 
Walter P. Chrysler's North Wales Stud 
until. in 1945, he bought his own breeding 
farm near Bel Air, Md.

racing most of them in his own. stable. 
In 1951 he retired from both racing and 
breeding. 

At the time of his death Mr. Labrot 
was chairman of the board of Atlantic 
Creosoting Company. a firm which his 
father had headed during his lifetime.

five of his six races. Because of illness and injuries Barbi- 
zon did not show his 2-year-old form again. He was retired 
in 1958 with total earnings of $199,460. 


Barbizon possesses a remarkable pedigree. He is one of 
Polynesian’s two 2-year-old champions—the other was 
Native Dancer —and is out of the Bull Lea mare Good 
Blood, stakes winner at 2, 3, and 4 of $115,620, beating 
mares like Twosy, Athene, Miss Keeneland, Jack’s Jill, Ear- 
shot, etc. The next four dams all produced stakes winners 
and the fifth, the Alabama winner Belle of Runnymede, was 
sister to the great Miss Woodford.

Gains were made in most categories. 
The yearlings were up 6.9 per cent (see 
last week's recapitulation). and the aver- 
age for mixed stock was up 6.5 per cent. 
Taken together. the 1958 fall average was 
6.4 per cent over 1957 and 3.0 per cent 
above 1956. 

These gains were made despite a record 
number of horses for sale. In 1957, the 
first year the Breeders’ Sales Company 
had conducted a fall auction while a 
Keeneland race meeting was in progress. 
a total of 1.169 horses of all ages were 
sold for an average of $2.607. In_ this 
year’s sale. a total of 1.177 horses aver- 
aged $2.784. excluding resales.
